ORDER 

Neu' Delhi, the 10 th November, 1970 

S.O. 3711—In exercise of the powers conferred bv sub-sections (1) and (2) of 
section (4) of the Inter-Ftate Corporations Act, 1057 (38 of 1957), the Central 
Government, after consulting the Governments of the States of Punjab and 
Haryana and the Administrators of the Union territories of Himachal Pradesh 
and Chandigarh, approves with certain modifications, the scheme forwarded by 
the Government of Puniab relating to the reconstitution and reorganisation 
of the Punjab State Faculty of Ayurvedic and Unani Systems of Medi¬ 
cine, being a corporation constituted under the Puniab State Faculty of 
Ayurvedic and Unani Systems of Medline Act. 1903 (Punjab Act 38 of 1903), 
and now functioning in the Slater of Puniab and Haryana, the Union territory 
of Chandigarh and the territories transferred to Ihe Union territory of Himachal 
Pradesh under section 5 of the Puniab Reorganisation Act. 19-66 (31 of 1966) and 
for the purpose of giving effect to the scheme so approved, the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following Order, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) This Order may be called the Punjab 
State Faculty of Ayurvedic and Unani Systems of Medicine (Reconstitution and 
Reorganisation) Order, 1970. 

(2) It shall come into force at. once. 

2, Definitions.—In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) "Act” means the Punjab State Faculty of Ayurvedir and Unani Sys¬ 
tems of Medicine Act, 1963 (Punjab Act 38 of 1963); 
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6. Recovery of outstanding fees and dues.—All fees and other dues payable to 
the existing Faculty under the Act up to the appointed day shall,— 

(a) if the dues are payable by a person borne on the rolls of a recognised 

institution in the Slate of Haryana, be recovered end retained Jay the 

Haryana Faculty; and 

(b) in any other case, be recovered and retained by the Punjab Faculty, 

7. Division of cash balance.—The cash balance held by the existing Faculty 
immediately before the appointed day shall, after deducting all the liabilities of 
the existing Faculty upto that date, be apportioned among the successor Facul¬ 
ties in the prescribed ratio. 

8. Residuary provision,—Any other assets or liabilities of the existing Faculty^ 
immediately before the appointed day, not expressly hereinbefore provided for, 
shall be apportioned among the successor Faculties in the prescribed ratio. 

9. Legal proceedings.—Where, immediately before the appointed day, the exist¬ 
ing Faculty is a party to any legal proceedings instituted in any Court, by or 
against any person,—* 

(a) if the Court is situated in the State of Haryana, the Haryana Faculty; 

and 

(b) in any other case, the Punjab Faculty, 

shall respectively be deemed to be substituted for the existing Faculty as a party 
to the proceedings and the proceedings may continue accordingly, 

10. Contracts.—Where, before the appointed day, the existing Faculty has 
made any contract which on that date is subsisting, such contract shall be deem¬ 
ed to have been made,— 

(a) if the purposes of the contract are, on and from the appointed day, 

exclusively relatable to the area comprising the State of Haryana, by 

the Haryana Faculty; and 

(b) in any pther case, by the Punjab Faculty, 

and all rights and liabilities which have accrued or may accrue under any such 
contract shall, to the extent to which they would have been the rights and liabili¬ 
ties of the existing Faculty, be the rights and liabilities of the successor Faculty 
concerned. 

11. Transfer of proceedings pending before existing Faculty.—Any proceeding 

relating to any person or institution pending immediately before the appointed 
day before the existing Faculty shall, on and from that day, stand transferred 
for disposal according to law— 

(a) if the person concerned is domiciled or the institution is located in 

the State of Haryana, to the Haryana Faculty, and 

(b) in any other case, to the Punjab Faculty. 

12. Holding of examinations.-—Until the Haryana Faculty intimates to the Pun¬ 
jab Faculty that the former has made arrangements for holding the qualifying 
examinations which, immediately before the appointed day, were being held by 
the existing Faculty, the Punjab Faculty shall allow the students from recognis¬ 
ed institutions situated in the State of Haryana to appear for the qualifying exa¬ 
minations held Iby the Purrjab Faculty and the tees received from such students 
shall be paid to the Punjab Faculty. 

13. Saving.—Any bye-laws, rules or regulations framed by, or in respect of, 
the existing Faculty shall, until other provision is made under the Act by or in 
respect of the relevant Faculty, be deemed to be the bye-laws, rules or regula¬ 
tions framed by, or in respect of, the Punjab Faculty or, as the case may be, 
the Haryana Faculty, 

14. Adaptations and modifications in the Act.—As from the appointed day, the 
Act shall, until altered, repealed or amended by a competent Legislature, have 
effect, subject to the provisions of, and the adaptations and modifications speci¬ 
fied in, the Schedule annexed hereto.

THE PUNJAB STATE FACULTY OF AYURVEDIC AND UNANI SYSTEMS OF 

MEDICINE ACT, 1903 

(Punjab Act 38 of 1963) 

1. In section 1, after sub-section (1), the following sub-section shall be in¬ 
serted, namely:— 

“(1A) It extends to the States of Punjab and Haryana, as constituted under 
Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 otf 1900).” 

2. In section 2,— 

(i) for clause (a), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:— 

‘‘(a) "Director of Ayurveda” means the Director of Ayurveda, Punjab 
or, as the case may be, the Director of Ayurveda, Haryana and in¬ 
cludes a Deputy Director of Ayurveda, an Assistant Director of 
Ayurveda and such other officer as the State Government of Pun¬ 
jab or Haryana may appoint for exercising the powers and per¬ 
forming the functions of the Director of Ayurveda under this Act 
and the rules made thereunder;” 

(ii) for clause (b), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:— 
"(b) "Faculty” means the Punjab State Faculty of Ayurvedic and Unani 

Systems of Medicine or the Haryana State Faculty of Ayurvedic 
and Unani Systems of Medicine;” 

(iii) for clause (g), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:— 

"(g) all other words and expressions used but not defined In this Act 
shall, in relation to the State of Punjab, have the meanings assign¬ 
ed to them in the Punjab Ayurvedic and Unani Practitioners Act, 
1963 (Punjab Act No, 42 of 1963) and in relation to the State of 
Haryana have the meanings assigned to them in that Act as amend¬ 
ed toy the Punjab Ayurvedic and Unani Practitioners (Haryana 
Amendment and Validation) Act, 1969 (Haryana Act No. 18 of 
1909)." 

3. After section 2, the following section shall be inserted, namely:— 

“2 A. Construction of certain references in the Act. —In the application of 
this Act to the State of Haryana, any reference therein to any expression men¬ 
tioned in column (1) of the Table below shall be construed as a reference to the 
corresponding expression mentioned in column (2) otf the said Table,

4. Sub-sections (3) and (4) of section 3 shall be omitted. 

5. After section 3, the following section shall be inserted, namely:— 

“3A. Provision for Faculties in Punjab and Haryana •—(1) The Faculty 
established under section 3 and functioning and operating in the 
States of Punjab and Haryana, the Union territory of Chandigarh 
and the part of the Union territory of Himachal Pradesh to which 
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this Act extends, immediately before the appointed day as defined 
in the Punjab State Faculty of Ayurvedic and Unani Systems of 
Medicine (Reconstitution and Reorganisation) Order, 1970, issued 
under section 4 of the Inter-State Corporations Act, 1957 (Central 
Act 38 of 1957), shall, as from that date, stand dissolved and the 
members thereof shall, notwithstanding anything contained in sec¬ 
tion 7, cease to hold office as such members and a new Faculty shall 
be constituted by the State Government concerned for each of the 
States of Punjab and Haryana in accordance with sub-section (2). 

(2) As from the date referred to in sub-section (1)— 

(a) the Punjab State Faculty of Ayurvedic and Unani Systems of Medi¬ 

cine shall consist of a Chairman who shall be the Director of Ayur¬ 
veda, Punjab, or, if the post of Director is vacant, such other offi¬ 
cer as the State Government may. by notification, appoint, a Vice- 
Chairman who shall be the Deputy Director or Assistant Director 
of Ayurveda and the following other members to be appointed by 
notification by the State Government, namely:— 

(i) two principals from the recognised institutions in Ayurvedic Sys¬ 

tem and Unani System; 

(ii) two members of the Board recommended by it; and 

(iii) three registered practitioners whose names are entered or deemed 

to be entered in Part I of the Register, Of whom one shall be a 
person practising the Unani System; 

(b) the Haryana State Faculty of Ayurvedic and Unani Systems of Medi¬ 

cine shall consist of a Chairman who shall be the Director, Health 
Services, Haryana, a Vice-Chairman who shall be the Deputy Di¬ 
rector (Ayurveda), Haryana and the following other members to 
be appointed by notification by the State Government, namely:— 

(i) one principal from the recognised institutions in Ayurvedic System 

and Unant System; 

(ii) one member of the Board recommended by it; and 

(iii) two registered practitioners whose names are entered or deemed 

to be entered in Part I, or the corresponding Part, of the Register, 
of whom one shall be a person practising the Unani System,” 

6. In section 7, in sub-section (1), for the words, brackets and figures "clauses 
(1), (11) and (ill) of sub-section (3) of section 3”, the words, brackets, letter and 
figures “clauses (a) and (b) of sub-section (2) of section 3A” shaU be substituted. 

7. In section 9, for the word and figure "section 3”, the word, figure and letter 
"section 3A” shall be substituted. 

8. After section 15, the following section shall be inserted, namely:— 

"15A. Temporary provisions in respect of holding examinations .—Until the 
Faculty established for the State of Haryana under section 3A inti¬ 
mates to the Faculty established for the State of Punjab under that 
section that the former has made arrangements for holding the quali¬ 
fying examinations which, immediately before the appointed day aa 
defined in the Punjab State Faculty of Ayurvedic ana Unani Systems 
of Medicine (Reconstitution Rnd Reorganisation) Order, 1970, issued 
under section 4 of the Inter-State Corporations Act, 1957 (Central 
Act 38 of 1957), were being held bv the Punjab State Faculty of 
Ayurvedic and Unani Systems of Medicine, the Faculty established 
for the State of Punjab shall allow the students from recognised 
institutions situated in the State of Haryana to appear for the quali¬ 
fying examinations held by the Faculty established for the State of 
Punjab and the fees received from such students shall be paid to the 
Punjab State Faculty of Ayurvedic and Unani Systems of Medicine.”
